He  drat  prcse&tvU  the  devebipemewt  ui 
advanced  educatiuo  in  the  country  and 
showed  that  in  it*  transptauUtiun  some  ui 
the  U-»i  diatinctife features  u/  tlie  Eoglietk 
university  and  English  college  were  utter- 
ly  lust;  the  developement  of  the  system  in 
America  ln.unjf  etipecially  uu  fortunate  un 
account  of  the  influence  ui  rectArian  con- 
videratkon.  Whatever  were  the  diaadvan- 
tKgrt  tif  the  English  system,  it  recognized 
the  great  principle  of  concentrating  en 
duHvmenU  for  advanced  inst ruction  . 
w  brume  in  America  each  sect  had  insisted 
on  having  it#  own  colleges,  sod  the  rcKuit 
had  i>een,  ns  shown  by  ihc  last  census,  over 
aOft  institution*  called  catlegte  and  unb 
rrrakie*  under  nectar i an  control,  and  very 
few  of  them  even  pi  sing  to  mediocrity  in 
their  equipment^  He  paid  a  special  trib¬ 
ute  Ui  the  merits  and  attainment*  of  a 
great  mini  tier  of  the  Professors  secured  for 
these  feeble  institutions,  and  argued  that 
under  a  better  :y*tem  America  would  out* 
strip  the  world  m  her  university  initJiu 
t '^n»  as  she  had  in  so  many  other  reapccta. 
The  only  reason  why  those  men  had  not 
made  their  influrnce  more  materially  felt 
wa*  that  they  had  lieen  h\m pored  by  the 
write  hrdly  JURuffident  endowments  of 
those  sectarian  iuvtiluuona,  and  by  their 
eicluiively  denominational  spirit.  The 
speaker  then  laid  down  the  main  propoH 
lion,  which  was  that  provision  for  ad¬ 
vanced  education  must  be  made  by  the 
people  at  large,  acting  through  their  va 
nou-i  Legislaruree,  to  endow  and  maintain 
institution*  f  >r  tbe  higher  instruction,  fuL 
ly  equipped  aod  Iren  sectarian  control. 

Ludcr  the  prevailing  system  of  scatter- 
ing  endowments  in  obedience  to  sectarian 
demand^  we  ha  l  devclupcd  in  200  years, 
sad  with  ad  the  enormous  of  the  country, 
not  one  university  of  the  highest  rank  in 
world,  hsrdf j  a  single  school  of  mcchani- 
cal  and  civil  engineering,  and  not  a  single 
laboratory  worthy  to  be  mentioned  in  com¬ 
parison  with  many  recent  creations  in  oth¬ 
er  countries. 

He  even  wen*,  on  to  show  that  the  great- 
progress  had  Ljcen  made  in  the  Sutuii 
out»i  te  the  origina'  thirteen,  in  institu¬ 
tion*  where  public  grants  had  been  united 
to  private  gitta,  and  especially  Instanced 
the  universities  of  Virginia,  Michigan*  11- 
tiRota,  WiteonRo  and  Mmnwois,  tha  na 
tioanf  college*  created  under  the  Congress* 
ion  si  act  of  I86J  for  scientific  and  indus¬ 
trial  education,  and  paid  a  high  tribute  to 
Hast  Point  as  an  institution  which  show¬ 
ed  that  Government  control  was  compati* 
Me  with  the  development  of  a  high  sense 
"Y  duty.  Nothing  could  be  more  un  repub¬ 
lican  than  to  allow  a  great  syatom  of  ad - 
vine  id  instruction  for  the  whole  people  to 
be  con  trolled  rod  limited  by  the  dogma* 
ol  living  donor*  anil  dead  testate*  ;  public 
provision  for  advanced  educazion  is  alone 
worthy  the  dignity  of  citizens.

Elam  Man chk  is  beat  used  La  compost 
with  muck  that  it  deci>mpised.  say  one 
part  ben  manure  to  three  of  the  muck. 
Never  run  it  till  it  i*  time  to  lire  it,  and 
cover  it  soon  after  yon  dr*>p  it.  It  a  *afe 
precaution  to  put  a  little  hoe  full  of  dirt 
between  tbs  hen  manure  and  the  seed  corn 
and  drop  it  no  faster  than  you  cover  it  up. 
If  in  composting  the  muck  contains  much 
moisture  it  will  cans*  fermentation  and  set 
the  uaRonit  free,  by  tbe  development  of 
beat.  A  bushel  of  good  hen  manure  has 
been  known  to  produce  ten  ton*  of  beets. 
Always  save  every  ounce  of  lien  manure. 
It  ts  worth  about  aa  much  aa  guano  if  tt  is 
properly  saved  and  husbanded;  that  is, 
kept  dry  till  it  t*  to  be  used.  It  will  ben¬ 
efit  tbe  corn  crop  to  an  extent  almost  equal 
in  value  to  all  the  com,  tbe  hen*  will  eat.— 
Mam.  PUftfkman.

Dakoxrs  from  Empcre  Water. — For 
one  sample  of  dangerous  milk  a  thousand 
of  dangerous  water  could  be  obtained  in 
almost  any  part  of  the  country.  Let  it 
newer  be  forgotten  that  very  few  rivers  or 
wells  are  sources  of  water  supply,  and  that 
many  are  a*  unsefe  ss  loaded  fire  artns. 
The  shallow  welts  of  villages  are  among  the 
pests  of  the  country,  and  it  it  high  time 
that  a  zealous  and  web  organized  crusade 
should  he  brought  to  bear  upon  them.  It 
ia  sickening  in  most  country  places  to  ob¬ 
serve  the  uniformity  with  which  the  cere 
pool  and  well  are  made  to  stand  side  by 
aide,  as  though  each  was  necessary  for  the 
other;  and  to  think  of  the  twenty  feet  or  so 
of  foult  sewerage-reeking  sod  through 
which  the  water  percolates  to  it*  fetid  l>ed! 
The  question  should  engage  the  attention 
of  every  health  officer,  and  will,  in  to  many 
cases,  tax  hi*  energies  severely,  for  it  is 
one  of  tbe  hardest  sanitary  problems.  It 
is  always  posible  to  provide  a  city  or  town 
with  good  water,  but,  in  a  village,  were 
houses  are  few,  moneys  scarce,  and  intelli¬ 
gence  scarcer,  it  is  a  matter  of  exceeding 
difficulty.
